DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed on June 2, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 
and 6 are amended. Claims 7 and 8 are added. Now claims 1-8 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest reference: Birdsall et al. US Patent 4,198,131 (hereinafter "Birdsall"). 

Regarding claim 1, Birdsall teaches an addition-curable organopolysiloxane 
resin, which comprises base resin (I), corresponding to component (B); diluent 
Ph 2 Si(OSiMe 2 Vi)2, corresponding to component (A); a crosslinker composed of 
trimethylsiloxane, methylhydrogensiloxane, and diphenylsiloxane, corresponding 
to component (C); and a platinum catalyst, corresponding to component (D). The 
composition which include base resin (I) has a Shore D hardness of 73 (see example 1 , 
col. 5, line 50 - col. 6, line 15). Birdsall is deficient in teaching or suggesting the weight 
average molecular weight of component (A). Also the "c" and "d" are not within the 
range as claimed. Further, the parts by mass of the diluent Ph 2 Si(OSiMe2Vi) 2 do not 
fall within the range of 10-50 of Component (A).
